Many people look upon pigeons 
as a nuisance but toothers, raising 
pigeons is a fascinating hobby. 

Craig Easton, 36 Walnut ave., is 
an expert in this field, Andsomany 
pigeon fanciers come to see his 
prize specimens, it is not un- 
common to see license plates on 
cars from all parts of the Country 
parked outside his home, 

In the spring of the year, Mr. 
Easton, better known as 
‘‘Marryin’ Sam’’ to his family, 
selects pigeons known to possess 
the most desirable qualities and 
mates them, In about 18 days after 
the eggs are laid, the scrawny~ 
looking babies emerge. Then in a 
surprisingly short time, they look 
quite like the older, mature birds. 

Mr, Easton tells of an amazing 
record set by one of his birds back 
in 1921, A pigeon of his, who was 
just a yearling, flew 1,176 miles, 
the airline distance from E] Paso, 
Texas to Gillespie, 111, in just 10 
days.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Going Down The Road 


Through inadvertance or design, the Board of Selectmen 
Monday night took a major step towards substituting their 
own authority for that specifically delegated to the town 
manager, 

And they at least once ignored his statement that a 
specific sub-division problem should not be handled by 
the Selectmen, but instead should best be left to the 
manager and department heads. 

First, and most significantly, the Board — with four 
members present — adopted a resolution requiring all 
appointed boards and committees to report on the busi- 
ness they conducted, after each session. The reports go 
directly to the chairman of the Board of Selectmen, with 
copies to the members. 

Yet the town manager has direct responsibility for 
operation of the town government — and he doesn’t even 
get a copy of the report. Most of the committee and board 
members are appointed by the manager, with the approval 
of the Selectmen. They are supposed to be the manager’s 
appointments, not the Selectmen’s. He is responsible for 
their conduct of the town’s business. 

Secondly, when details involving a proposed sub-divi- 
sion off Heather dr. were brought up, the manager twice 
told the Board that this is an area for the manager and 
department heads to handle — not the Selectmen. He was 
ignored. 

It appears that, one way or another, the Selectmen are 
headed down a trail that can only lead to a weakened 


town manager system, substituting themselves for the 
manager in administrative activities which legally are 
not their concern. Strangely enough, it is the professed 
friends of town manager government, not its opponents, 
who seem to take the lead in this direction. 


Proper Planning 


Everyone in town is watching the progress of the archi- 
tect and School Committee, as they look for a plan that 
will meet the school population needs for the next 7-10 
years, 

It can obviously be a multi-million dollar proposal, with 
both elementary and secondary schools under construction. 

Such a plan no doubt would have plenty of detractors — 
it is understandably hard to face up to spending several 
million dollars in a short period of time. 

But all we have to do is look back about seven years 
to see what should have been done in the way of planning. 
The present high school, it appears from hindsight, should 
have been built for at least 1,000 instead of 750 students. 
Even if some rooms, or a whole wing, had been empty for 
a few years, there would have been considerable saving 
in construction costs. Now, to add capacity for 1,000 or 
more, we may have to spend close to the original cost of 
the plant. 

The architect and School Committee are trying to avoid 
a repetition of this situation, where schools become too 
full, too quickly. 

It is their responsibility to do this, and to present the 
plan to the town, If the voters decide not to approve it, 
then the Committee will know that at least it did its best 
in the way of planning. 

Should the School Committee decide to present only 
part of a plan, or a reduced plan, on the basis of what can 
be ‘‘sold’’ to the voters, the town could legitimately 
criticize the Committee. Thus the best procedure is to 
present plans for town needs, at whatever cost this en- 
tails, then it becomes the voters’ responsibility. 


Dangling A Plum 


Gov. Feabody’s drastic tax proposals, which have been 
met with enthusiastic disapproval, may actually have a 
better chance of passage now. 

For the governor has approved a 50 percent pay boost 
for the Legislature, plus additional fringe benefits. But 
he isn’t ready to send in the necessary special message 
asking for the raise, and accompanying funds. 

We have a suspicion that his enthusiasm for the pay 
raises may vary somewhat, in direct ratio to the legisla- 
tors’ actions on the tax bill. It wouldn’t be the first time 
that such a plum has been dangled enticingly before the 
members of the General Court.
